and two women the Canadian Senate does not 

seem large representation country with 
approximately five million women, legislative 
bodies numbering nearly three hundred and fifty mem- 
bers all, Yet there room for more women 
Parliament? so, what holding them back? 

Perhaps there is—as often argued—a certain poli- 
tical type. The four women may have had 
drive them into politics other centuries they might 
have gone crusade. was with the idea 
masculine governing group? “representing the 
women Canada” stronghold the dominant 
male, that sent the quartet turn Parliament Hill? 

None these suppositions stands the realities. 
more diverse types women could found than 
those gathered Parliament Hill; the dynamic, cour- 
ageous schoolteacher, Agnes Macphail; gentle, politic, 
worldly-wise Mrs. George Black, wife the former 
Governor the Yukon, and former Speaker the 
House Commons; the charming, town-bred hostess, 
Senator Cairine Wilson, mother eight children; 
Senator Iva Fallis, farmer’s wife and intensely active 
speaker and club woman. 

different themselves are the reasons for their 
political careers. Agnes Macphail politics brought 
the opportunity militant advocate for the under- 
dog; Mrs. George Black, trust carry for bril- 
liant husband; Senator Cairine Wilson, the acknow- 
ledgment that her ability made possible the inclusion 
women the highest conclave the country; and 
Senator Fallis the same rewards would have come 
any prominent masculine politician for similar outstand- 
ing services. Talk these parliamentary women and 
you will find them emphatic that they not repre- 


sent the women Canada any more than the other 
Members represent only the men. Indignantly they 
refuse narrowed down the so-called 
angle” only, for they consider that modern women’s 
interests have widened until they encompass tariffs just 
much child welfare, good roads well good 
playgrounds. 

They consider they are Parliament because they 
were elected the citizens best fitted represent their 
constituents, and the Senate because they were com- 
petent sit consulting committees persons thor- 
oughly versed the matters involved and the issues 
stake.

Agnes Macphail, seated behind the big desk her 
office, with its books, pictures and comfortable chester- 
field, poised, smartly coiffed and gowned. She has 
come long way from the start her political career 
the schoolyard the collegiate where she first fought 
for the cause the country children against the over- 
riding town youngsters. Seven years rural school- 
teacher increased her interest and knowledge the 
problems country communities. 

was teaching Bruce County,” she told me, 
boarded with the owners the local store where men 
the neighborhood gathered every evening for political 
discussions. was the storekeeper who taught 
read editorials both sides the question, and trace 
independent political outlook his care.

March, 1922, found the opposition 
extreme and the criticism unjust and continuous.”

With brown wool cast 110 sts and 
work 21% ins K2, Cast off.

(working stripes) until there are 
rows, and sts fin with right side 
out.

SPRING, when the soil outdoors 
becomes workable, the gardener’s first 
job dig—nothing more import- 
ant the garden’s well-being than 
thorough digging. Without it, fertilizer 
and other soil improvement efforts lose 
much their value. 

Every year flower and vegetable beds 
require single digging, that digging 
the depth the fork’s blade, and 
every three four years good 
idea give them complete double 
digging, depth two three 
blades. Some gardeners dig even toa 
depth three feet when they are 
double digging. Owing the fact that 
considerable soil must loosened 
double digging, empty trench dug 
first the width about two feet. 


Subsoil then dug up. shallower 


trench then dug next the first one, 
and the earth from that turned over 
into the first trench. With this pro- 
cedure, the earth turned over and 
broken thrown from one 
trench the next. 

Since smaller quantity earth 
turned over single digging, there 
need trench, but the same prin- 
ciple used. About two three fork- 
fuls earth are dug and put one 
side. The next two three forkfuls 
are then turned over into the first 
empty space and broken up. The same 
thing done the end the garden 
bed, when the first few forkfuls earth 
are carried over fill the last space. 

The right way spade push 
the spade fork into the ground 
too shallow cultivation. 


FERTILIZING should done during 
the digging, and manure the best 
fertilizer use this stage the soil 
preparation. Except for lime, other 
elements which the soil needs should 
also added. very clayey soil will 


need sand mixed with it, from one 
three inches, depending the heavi- 
ness the soil. Sand helps aerate 
the soil. Peat moss leaf mold should 
also added give the soil neces- 
sary humus content. the case 
very sandy soil, addition generous 
amounts humus—leaf mold peat 
moss—as well considerable fertilizer 
will needed. 

Lime must handled separately and 
not allowed come contact with the 
fertilizer. The reason lime used 
counteract acidity, and when 
needed, may worked into the 
surface soil the first digging before 
the fertilizer. The fertilizer should then 
added three weeks later. This process 
can reversed, the lime being worked 
into the topsoil the garden bed 
several weeks after the fertilizer has 
been plowed under. 

The soil for most annuals and peren- 
nials should contain neither acid nor 
alkali. There are few, however, which 
thrive better somewhat acid soil, and 
some which prefer fairly alkaline soil, 
and need extra dose lime. gar- 
dener doubt about the acidity soil 
can send sample the Provincial 
Experimental Farm for test. 

Soil for new rock garden can 
prepared the spring and should 
made three parts topsoil, two parts 
crushed stone, one part sand and two 
parts humus. peat moss used 
may acid, and therefore half 
pound ground limestone each 
bushel moss should added. Many 
readers are desirous forming lily 
bed, which case the soil for water- 
lily bed planted nexi year should 
prepared during the summer.
